It was for this reasor 
that the writer placed the facts before 
the Treasury Department and requested 
them to do away with the shippers’ cer- 
tificates, or certificates of antiquity. All

character of the drapery, the type of 
the chief figure, his waving beard and 
the straggling movement of his hair, and 
the swollen ends of the turned-back 
sleeves are similar in all the examples. 
If one observes the power and care of 
execution of the foot for instance, or of 
the body of the young angel one is 
tempted to give preference to the tondo 
rather than to the Loggie pictures, albeit 
that they have been somewhat defaced 
by overpainting. In any case the differ- 
ences are not great as to eliminate 
the possibility of the same painter hav- 
ing participated in both works. “Our 
knowledge of the paintings of the Log- 
gie is confined to the fact that they were 
carried out in the years 1517-19 under 
the personal supervision of Raphael. The 
certainty that these works could not 
have been created without his directing 
genius is, however, counterbalanced by 
uncertainty as to the degree of his par- 
ticipation. Vasari recounts with regard 
to the creation of these works that Ra- 
phael supplied designs for the ornament, 
the stucco work and the figured repre- 
sentation.
